denyed that Priviledge or Prerogative ? or be 
conſtrained to learn trom a Forreign Language 
that Idiom which is proper to our own? ors it 
indeed poſſible that the Idiom of our own 
Tongue ſhould be learned by the bare under- 
ſtanding of another to which it is a _ 
It is ſufficiently known, that a great part of rhe 
Engliſh Tongue hath no dependance at all upon 
the Latin, and | had almoſt ſaid upon no other 
language. And for ſo much thereot as 15 purely 
and abſolutely its own, I cannot underſtand why 
the Rules for the true Writing thereof, may nor 
be derived from it ſelf , as well as the Rules for 
the true writing of Lati» are or may be derived 
from the Lats» Tongue, And as for thoſe words 
which are of a Forreign Extra&tion, they are 
not all derived from the Lati», bur ſome from 
the Greek and Hebrew, ſome from the 1talian, 
Spaniſh, Freach, Dutch, 'and other languages. ' 
If thoſe words therefore Which'are derived from
